GIFTS FROM SPACE 


Wonderful Meteorites That Drop 
to Us Out of the Sky. 


ONCE REGARDED AS SACRED. 


In the Early Days They Were O b ­ 
jects 
of 
Reverence 
and 
Worship 
33 la the Famous Stone at Mecca T o ­ 
day—T heir Fiery Flight to Earth. 


In considering the wonders of the 
universe have you ever realized how 
conspicuous; among them are the me­ 
teorites, 
thoro 
wonderful 
messages 
dropped from the sky for us to wonder 
ut and study? They are the only m a­ 
terial objects which come to the earth 
from the vast outer world. 
Among the collections shown in the 
National m useum at Washington is a 
remarkably line exhibit of meteorites. 
It includes complete meteorites rang 
Ing in size from the merest pebbles to 
great bowlder-like m asses and casts re 
producing giant forms like that of Ba 
cubirito, which has been estimated to 
weigh twenty five tons and still rest-, 
where it fell in Mexico. 
Tho National museum has issued st 
11 Mid book aud descriptive catalogue of 
the meteorite collections in the mu 
venin, w ritten bv Hr. George I*. Mer 
rill, 
head curator of geology, 
from 
which tin* follow lug is an abstract: 
Although meteorites presumably have 
fallen since time immemorial, sleep 
ticism MHS felt at first bv both the 
popular and scientific minds regarding 
the possibilities of stones fulling from 
space. 
In the few early recorded ease* 
v\ here meteorites seen t • filii were re 
covered they were regarded as objects 
of reverence mid worship. 
A stone 
which fell in ancient l'hrygln. in Asia 
Minor, about lion years before Christ 
was worshiped as Cybcle, the mot bet 
of tile gods.

Tin* greatest recorded depth of 
penetration of a meteoric stone is tHilt 
of Knvahinya.
